Antiques are interesting, but, like 
other hobbies, they need to be kept un- 
der control. They can consume energy, 
time, money, space, and affections that 
could be spent on infinitely better things. 
It is easy to come under their spell. 
Here, for example, is an attractive old 
farmhouse where antiques are sold. 
Their custodian is a small, gray-haired 
lady with a fine face and a cultured man- 
her. In the several rooms are curious 
and pretty things: old chairs and tables, 
andirons, kitchen utensils, oil paintings 


and woodcuts, books, fine fabrics, beau- 
tiful glass and china. But an atmosphere 
of sadness hangs over the old place, as 
memories of bygone days cluster about 
it. There is no evidence that the shadows 
are relieved by the bright hope of the 
Gospel. There is a practical side, too. 
A springhouse, with its cream pans 
and butter crocks, is picturesque, but 
an electric refrigerator is easier to use. 
A horse and buggy give you time to look 
at the birches and the goldenrod and 
the brooks; but a car saves time, is more 
comfortable, keeps out the wind and 
rain, and when you put it away at night 
you don’t have to take its harness off. 
It is really pleasanter to have plenty of 
hot running water than to have to get 
the water from a pump and heat it in 
the kitchen. The real antiquarian may 
look reproachfully on such a utilitarian 
view as this; but the really sad thing 
about a passion for the past is that it 
turns one’s thoughts continually back- 
ward and sets his affections on things 
of time instead of eternity. It is un- 
likely that Abraham was busy collect- 
ing antiques from Ur, “for he looked for 
a city which hath foundations, whose 
builder and maker is God” (Heb, 11:10). 
Paul had no home in which to store up 
keepsakes from Tarsus, but even if he 
had had a comfortable little house for 
his latter years, it is hard to imagine that 
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he would hang the walls with old staves, 
leather pouches, prison chains, and Ro- 
man swords. It is not wholesome, or 
conducive to peace and joy, for a Chris- 
tian to be thinking always of the sup- 
posedly “good old days,” for human 
nature was the same, sin was in the 
world, and people had their problems. 
It is true, men have invented more diabol- 
ical ways of killing one another, and we 
are warned “that in the last days perilous 
times shall come” (2 Tim. 3:1), and “evil 
men and seducers shall wax worse and 
worse” (v, 13). But there are always 
better things ahead for the Christian, 
Paul kept looking forward: “This one 
thing I do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto 
those things which are before, I press 
toward the mark for the prize of the 
high calling of God in Christ Jesus” 
(Phil, 3:13, 14). “If ye then be risen 
with Christ, seek those things which are 
above, where Christ sitteth on the right 
hand of God. Set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the earth” 
(Col. 3:1, 2). For the sake of our own 
peace of mind, our joy, our usefulness 
to God and to others, let us as believers 
hold lightly the things of this world and 
look forward to the spiritual blessings 
that God has in store for us even here 
and now, and the infinitely greater bless-

John 1:6—There was a man sent from 
God, whose name was John. Rather, 
“there became (egeneto) a man, emerged 
a man in the stream of history.” This 
is contrasted with, “In the beginning 
was [en] the Word.” The verb has the 
sense of absolute existence. 

John 1:13.—If you read, “Which were 
born, not of blood, nor of the will of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but of 
God,” referring to the “sons of God” of 
verse 12, you have to abandon the the- 
ory that all men are children of God 
by natural birth. They must be born 
again. 

If, however, you adopt the other read- 
ing, “Who was born, not of blood ... 
but of God,” you are obliged to see here 
a record of the supernatural and virgin 
birth of Christ. 

In the first case you have to abandon 
“man’s divinity” in the Unitarian sense; 
in the second, you are compelled to ac- 
cept Christ’s divinity. 

So each reading confirms the evangel- 
ical interpretation. 





John 1:34.—And I saw, and bare record 
that this is the Son of God. 

John 1:36.—And looking upon Jesus as 
he walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb of 
God! 

Son of God in the Incarnation. 
of God in the Atonement.

John 1:47.—Behold an Israelite indeed, 
in whom is no guile! 

It is clear from verse 51, with its allu- 
sion to the ladder of Genesis 28:22, that 
Jesus had Jacob in mind at this time 
and was mentally contrasting Nathanael, 
a true (alethos) Israelite, with the an- 
cient man of guile. It was after Abra- 
ham’s obedient surrender of his son that 
the promise was given him under the 
spangled night sky of a seed as the stars 
of Heaven. This was the star seed, the 
true seed to which Nathanael obviously 
belonged as the dust seed was repre- 
sented by Jacob (Gen, 28:14). The star 
seed were the children redeemed by the 
dexth of God’s Son, who are to shine as 
the stars of the firmament forever. 

Nathanael was praying under a fig 
tree. This was a foreshadowing of what 
the fig tree, Israel, might have become if 
it, as Nathanael, had said, “Thou art the 
Son of God: thou art the King of Israel” 
—ua shelter, namely, of praying and ex- 
pectant saints. Instead it failed to rec- 
ognize God’s Son as Nathanael had done 
and rejected its King whom Nathanael 
acclaimed. Hence it was judged fruitless 
and withered (Matt. 21:19). 

Why the reference to the fig tree? In 
two passages of the Old Testament are 
comparable references to rest under fig 
trees. In 1 Kings 4:25, “And Judah and 
Israel dwelt safely, every man under his 
vine and under his fig tree from Dan 
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even to Beer-sheba, all the days of Solo- 
mon.” The age of Solomon symbolized 
the age of the Messiah, the Greater than 
Solomon, and Nathanael’s cry was, “Thou 
art the King of Israel.” Imbedded in 
the great prophecies of the last days in 
Micah 4 is the verse, “But they shall sit 
every man under his vine and under his 
fig tree; and none shall make them 
afraid: for the mouth of the Lord of 
hosts hath spoken it . . . and the Lord 
shall reign over them in Mt. Zion from 
henceforth, even for ever.” 

Nathanael also cried, “Thou art the Son 
of God.” 

John 2:11.—And manifested forth his 
glory, that is, His divinity. At the be- 
ginning of John’s Gospel this veiled 
statement of Christ’s deity appears with 
an announcement of His coming resur- 
recticn. (“But he spake of the temple of 
his body,” v. 21.) 

The disciples believed in His deity (v. 
11). They believed the Scriptures and 
the word which Jesus said concerning 
His coming resurrection (v. 22). 

It was the program of salvation as set 
forth later by Paul: “If thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth that Jesus is Lord, 
and shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved” (Rom. 10:9). 

Such was the program of Christ’s 
evangelism as set forth in Cana of Gali- 
lee. 

John 2:16—Make not my Father’s 
house an house of merchandise. No Jew 
ever would describe the Temple as his 
father’s house. It is a unique elaim 
made by Jesus, and by “Father” He cer- 
tainly did not refer to Joseph, the hus- 
band of Mary. 

A parallel can perhaps be made be- 
tween the leading sentences of the story 
of the Cana wedding at the beginning 
of Christ’s ministry and the words of His 
high-priestly prayer at its close. Thus: 

“What is there “They are not of 
between me and the world, even as 
thee?” (v. 4.) Our I am net of the 
Lord was indignart world” (17:14).

John 2:24, 25.—Here is another iden- 
tification of Christ with Jehovah: “He 
knew all .. . and needed not that any 
should testify of man: for he knew what 
was in man.” 

Of Jehovah it was said in connection 
with the call of David, “For the Lord 
seeth not as man seeth the Lord 
looketh on the heart” (1 Sam. 16:7). 
And David to Solomon: “For the Lord 
searcheth all hearts, and understandeth 
all the imaginations of the thoughts” (1 
Chron, 28:9).

More Light on Election 


Your answer to a recent question 
about election which appeared in Tue 
Sunpay Scuoo, Times (July 21) was 
very good indeed. As you stated in 
your reply, the subject of election has 
been one of controversy among the- 
ologians for centuries. Nevertheless 
there must be a_solution to the prob- 
lem or else the Bible is untrustworthy 
as a guide. 

I am taking the liberty of suggesting 
a simple answer to the question of 
election which was given to me years 
ago. It is found in Ephesians 1:4, 
“According as he hath chosen us in 
him before the foundation of the 
world.” Those who are elected or 
chosen are all those who are “in him.” 
Whether we are “in him” or unsaved 
depends upon ourselves, whether we 
accept or reject Christ as Lord and 
Saviour. But if we do accept Him 
then we are among the elect, “in him,” 
God’s election was that only those who 
are “in him” shall be saved. This, to 
me, seems to be a simple and Satis- 
factory solution to this vexed question. 
—An Ontario reader. 

This interpretation does help solve the 
problem of God’s sovereignty and man’s 
free will. It does not, however, answer 
all the questions that are raised in 
thoughtful minds by other passages of 
Scripture. There are, for example, the 
Lord’s own words in the sixth chapter 
of John: “All that the Father giveth 
me shall come to me; and him that 
cometh to me I will in no wise cast out” 
(v. 37): and, “No man can come to me, 
except the Father which hath sent me 
draw him: and I will raise him up at 
the last day” (v. 44). Both verses imply 
the Father’s action on the heart of the 
sinner before conversion, 

Since “election” was discussed in this 
department in July, an exceptionally 
fine booklet on the subject has come into 
the Editor’s hands. It is “Predestina- 
tion,” by James Moffat of Glasgow, con- 
taining thirty-two pages, and published 
at 15 cents a copy by Loizeaux Brothers 
19 W. 21st Street, New York 10. (The 
author is evidently net the translator of 
the New Testament.) Mr. Moffat faces 
the problem courageously, deals with 
crucial texts, defines such terms as 
“foreknowledge,” “election,” “predestina- 
tion,” and “foreordination,” and presents 
strong and satisfying arguments for a 
sane view which avoids rash extremes 
held by some of Calvin’s followers. His 
arguments are reasonable and Scriptural, 
and should bring peace of mind to many 
who are troubled on this subject. 
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A prayerful life is a powerful life; and 
a prayerless life is always a powerless 
life. If we cannot pray aright, we 
really can do nothing aright; but how 
slow we are to believe that—W. G. S., 
in Choice Gleanings Calendar.

Carter came aboard the “S.S.Chil- 
cotin” while in a Canadian port, to 
show his Kodachrome pictures and 
tell the party about the work of the 
“Shantymen” along the coasts of 
British Columbia and Alaska. Each 
time the group who listened were 
thrilled by the stories of changed 
hearts and lives among the fishermen 
and lumbermen living and working 
far from any church or mission sta- 
tion.

As this article is being 
written out on the field, in the midst 
of the glorious conflict for the souls of 
the workingmen and their families, the 
Holy Spirit is moving mightily in the 
United States to expand the work in 
that great country. 

The Shantymen’'s Christian Associa- 
tion of North America is now an inter- 
national body with representatives in 
Canada and the United States of Amer- 
ica. The International Headquarters is 
at 14 Spadina Road, Toronto, Ont, There 
a group of clear-visioned businessmen, 
headed by the president, Mr. A. R. 
Greene, with the Rev. James Proudfoot 
as general superintendent, direct the pol- 
icies of this amazing association. Across 
the Dominion, provincial committees, 
working harmoniously with the Toronto 
directors, are responsible for the mis- 
sionary endeavor of each province. 

Now what about the men who com- 
prise the carefully selected task force 
of the association? Not one of them 
would for a moment consider himself 
a hero, or worthy of special mention in 
the annals of the church. Yet daily, on 
land and sea, the members of this fear- 
less band are called upon to face dangers 
and hardships equal to the hazards un- 
dergone by the people to whom they 
minister. Christian readers will find 
their hearts thrilled with the following 
excerpts from the records of the Shanty- 
men. Day after day, summer and win- 
ter, the history is being written in the 
hearts of the people whose lot is cast in 
lonely isolated areas. 

Out in the graveyard of the Pacific, 
where the rotting wreckage of lost ships 
litters the coastline, a ship struggled in 
the stormy darkness of the night. Out 
of gas and out of control, with the angry

waves threatening disaster on the 
near-by rocks, her case seemed hope- 
less. As far as the captain and crew 
were concerned, hope was gone. Sud- 
denly through the darkness, a ringing 
cry, “Hello, there! Is our doctor on 
board?” A rope hurtled across the in- 
tervening space, and soon the vessel was 
on her way to safety in tow of Mes- 
senger III, the stout little Shantyman 
mission vessel—the only missionary ship 
that plies the most dangerous stretch 
of sailing waters on the west coast of 
the North American Continent. For the 
two Shantymen missionaries in charge 
of the mission boat, this was all part of 
the day’s work, and as natural to them 
as preaching the Gospel. 

In the northern part of a prairie prov- 
ince the service was over, people lin- 
gered about the warm fire, while outside 
the blizzard raged. Friendly warm- 
hearted invitations would have con- 
strained the young Shantyman to remain 
a few days. But many miles away “the 
folks” were expecting him for a special 
service. He must leave by early morn- 
ing if he were not to disappoint those 
who looked for his coming. Turning 
from home and friends and loved ones, 
the young pioneer and his sled and dog 
team were soon lost to sight in the howl- 
ing blizzard. 

An Angel Hand on the Bridle? 

In Central British Columbia, in a very 
isolated community, a Shantyman mis- 
sionary was leading an open-air service 
in front of a general store. Soon the 
program was interrupted by the appear- 
ance of a drunken cowboy who spurred 
his horse in a headlong gallop directly 
toward the missionary. Not one of the 
people who stood and watched the scene 
was aware of the quick inner cry for 
guidance and help that flashed from the 
missionary’s heart to the throne of God 
A split-second decision was reached 
“Lord, you are able to protect—if ycu 
permit that horse and rider to run m« 
down—Thy will be done.” The horse 
lunged forward until] its next step must 
smash the missionary to the ground 
Suddenly it reared on its hind legs. as 
if encountering an invisible wall of the 
protection of the Lord. Three times the 
booze-crazed rider spurred his frothing 
mount at the missionary, and three times 
the horse refused to take the final leap 
that would have spelled serious injury 
or death to the Shantyman. The service 
proceeded to a conclusion as if there 
had been no danger. 

Now what about the rewards for which 
the Shantymen strive? What is the mo-

OORS are wide open for the distribu- 

tion of New Testaments and the 
preaching of the Gospel in the land of 
Israel today. 

Fifty years ago there were fifty thou- 
sand Jews in Palestine. Three years ago, 
when the new Jewish State was estab- 
lished, there were six hundred fifty-five 
thousand Jews in Israel. Today the 
number of Jews in the land of their 
farefathers is well over a million. 

‘The largest mass immigration of the 
Jews by airplane is the recent transfer 
of one hundred thousand Jews from Iraq 
to Israel. During recent years there 
has been increasing persecution of the 
Jéws in Mohammedan lands. In Iraq 
many Jews were imprisoned and a num- 
ber were killed. The Jews there were 
terrorized. At last the Government of 
Iraq agreed to let the Jews return to 
Israel if they would register and fe- 
linquish their Iraqi citizenship and 
their property. Of the one hundred and 
thirty thousand Jews in Iraq, one hun- 
dred thousand registered. 

The Government of Israel sent air- 
planes to bring them back, and one hun- 
dred thousand Jews returned safely to 
Israel. They could take with them only 
a little pocket money and thirty to forty 
pounds of baggage. It took a fleet of 
planes several months to transport these 
one hundred thousand Jews to Israel. 
Sometimes as many as One thousand Jews 
were being landed daily at the Lydda air- 
port in Israel, It isquite possible that some 
of there Jews from Iraq are descendants 
of Israelites who were carried captive to 
Ba*vlon by Nebuchadnezzar twenty-five 
cen‘uries ago. 

When the Government of Israel sought 
to find dwelling places for these one hun- 


dred thousand newcomers a curious 
thing occurred because of the large 
“families” of the Iraqi Jews. The “fam- 


ilies” of ccurse included relatives who 
had been living together in a kind of 
tribal community life. When they 
reached Israel, the members of these 
families wanted to stay together! Some 
of the families from Iraq often exceeded 


seventy souls, and in two cases the fam- 
ilies reached the amazing total of some 
six hundred and fifty persons each! 
Thus we see the Jews returning by the 
tens and hundreds of thousands from 
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all parts of the world. How marvel. 
ously all this fulfills the Word of God! 
More than twenty-five hundred years ago 
the prophet Jeremiah said: “Therefore, 
behold, the days come, saith the Lord, that 
it shall no more be said, The Lord liveth, 
that brought up the children of Israel 
out of the land of Egypt; but, The Lord 
liveth, that brought up the children of 
Israel from the land of the north, and 
from all the lards whither he had driven 
them: and I will bring them again into 
their land that I gave unto their fathers 
Behold, I will send for many fishers, 
saith the Lord, and they shall fish them: 
and after will I send for many hunters, 
and they shall hunt them” (Jer. 16: 
14-16). 

As these Jews return to their ancient 
heritage, from Iraq and from many coun- 
tries throughout the world, we are doing 
our utmost to place in their hands the 
life-giving Word of God. We are seek- 
ing to provide New Testaments for them 
in their own tongues and dialects, as it 
will be some time before these return- 
ing Jews will be able to read Hebrew. 

















Jews who came by plane from Iraq to Israel 
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Please pray that the Lord will enable 
us to publish and to give New Testa- 
ments to these Iraqi Jews in the lan- 
guage they can read, which is Arabic. 

During the past year we have pdb- 
lished and sent to Israel ten thousand 
Bulgarian New Testaments and five 
thousand Rumanian Testaments; and an- 
other ten thousand Hebrew New Testa- 
ments will be reaching Israel shortly. 
This is in addition to the thousands of 
New Testaments in French, German, 
Yiddish, Polish, and other languages that 
we are providing for the Jews that are 
returning to the land of their forefathers 
in such great numbers. The Lord has 
graciously answered prayer, and import 
licenses have been secured from the Is- 
raeli Government to admit these New 
Testaments into Israel, duty free. 

A converted Bulgarian Jew, who is 
using these Testaments in his missionary 
work, writes us: “A few weeks ago an 
aunt of mine came to Jerusalem to visit 
us. The day she arrived I gave her one 
of the Testaments. She started to read 
it at once. She liked it very much. Soon 
she started to pray with us in the name 
of Jesus. She became very happy. Now 
she is fully persuaded of the saving 
power of our Lord Jesus Christ. When 
she left I gave her a Bulgarian Testa- 
ment for her daughter. Now I have 
received a letter from the daughter ask- 
ing us to pray for her. 

“The Word of God is the power of the 
Spirit. Before your Testaments came, I 
had only a few Bulgarian Gospels. When 
I gave Bible lessons in the villages I 
had to give out the few Gospels in the 
meetings, and then had to gather them 
up at the close and take them to the next 
village. Now how glad I am to be able 
to leave with them the entire New Tes- 
tament! I have already distributed sev- 
eral hundred of the Bulgarian Testa- 
ments and praise God for this great 
privilege. There is a great demand for 
the whole Bible in the Bulgarian lan- 
guage.” 

In one of our previous bulletins we 
told how a Jewish man and his wife, 
who were professional dancers, returned 
from Europe to Israel. As they were 
seeking to fix up a room in a part of 
Jerusalem where the Arab-Jewish war 
had raged, a grenade exploded in the 
husband’s hand and blew off one leg and 
part of his arm. The couple were in 
deep distress and great need. Through 
the ministry of our relief funds, and the 
love and help of a consecrated mission- 
ary in Jerusalem showing them the way 
of salvation from the Word of God, both 
of these Jewish dancers were saved. The 
wife has already been baptized. In let- 
ters to us she tells of their great grati- 
tude for the relief given to them, and 
of their trust in the Lord. She recently 
wrote us: 

“Mrs. G. [the one who administers our 
relief in Jerusalem] gives me money 
from your fund to buy the things we 
greatly need. I don’t know what would 
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have become of us if we had not had 
this help. We recently received a food 
parcel from your Campaign, with very 
good food in it. I can never stop won- 
dering at the Lord’s mercy and grace 
toward us! Isn’t it wonderful that the 
dear donors should care for us and fulfill 
our needs? I know it is God who led 
you to do such wonderful things. Praise 
His holy name! We give thanks every 
day to our Heavenly Father in the name 
of Jesus. 

“Pray for my husband’s physical con- 
dition. He has had another operation, 
and will have to have still another.” 
We are gladly continuing to provide 
material aid to this family and to other 
needy believers both in Israel and in 
Europe. 

In Greece as well as in Israel the peo- 
ple are hungry for the Word of God. 
During the past few years we have pro- 
vided more than one hundred thousand

Two editions of fifty thousand New Tes- 
taments each, in modern Greek, were 
printed in this country by our Campaign 
and sent to Greece, as well as thousands 
of other Testaments that we were able 
to purchase in Greece.

ALLOWEEN means “holy evening.” 

But it seems to have become Devil’s 
Night in America, with the evil spirits 
out. Clotheslines are cut, fences are 
broken, the horse is in the belfry, win- 
dows are waxed, nothing movable is 
left in place. “Everybody else does it.” 
“Never mind the Golden Rule.” “Just 
this one night, it’s all right.” “Some 
people can’t take a joke.” I wonder 
if there isn’t someone behind the scenes 
fiendishly grinning and mighty pleased 
with himself. Who is this Devil any- 
way, and where did he come from? 

There are three kinds of persons in 
this world: 1. People or human beings 
(black circle about 9 inches in diameter 
with pictures of man, woman, boy, and 
girl mounted on it). 2. God (yellow 
circle with word “God” printed on it). 
God is not like us in many ways. His 
life is much more wonderful. He had 
no birthday. He never gets sick or tired, 
He will never die. 3. Angels (blue 
circle with picture of an angel mounted 
on it). God made the angels. They are 
different from us. They are very strong. 
You cannot usually see them. They 
praise God in Heaven, and do whatever 
He asks them to do in Heaven or on 
earth quickly and gladly. 

The king of the angels was called 
Lucifer (figure of the Devil, and the 
name “Lucifer” printed on a strip of 
white paper). He was beautiful, spar- 








kling with jewels and shining with light! 
He was wise, too. Perhaps he was the 
ruler of this world before God put peo- 
ple on it (blue circle with general shapes 
of North and South America painted 
green). He looked at himself. “How 
beautiful I am! How smart I am! I’m 
every bit as good as God. I could run 
the world just as well. I won't wor- 
ship God. I'll be God myself.” Ah, 
there was sin! The first time we ever 
hear of it. (Black heart with words in 
yellow: “Pride,” “Jealousy,” “I will.”) 
Pride of himself, jealousy of God, self- 
ishness, “I will,” and “I won't.” (These 
words are spoken of the kings of Tyre 
and Babylon, but they seem to reflect 
the spirit of the Evil One who preceded 
and inspired them. Isa. 14:13, 14; Ezek. 
28:12-15, 17.) Lucifer got many other 
angels to follow him, and they plotted 
to get God's throne. (Figures of other 
angels placed about Lucifer.) 

But of course, God made the angels, 
and they were not as wise as He. He 
sent them out of Heaven. Somehow the 
beautiful earth was wrecked, too (Gen 
1:2). Mud, mess, and darkness. (Re- 
place earth circle with chaos circle of 
black zigzag lines of paint.) After awhile 
God fixed the earth again. There were 
light, plants, animals. (Replace earth 
circle.) This time He put two people 
there to run it—the very first two He 
made—who were they? (Place figure 
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for Eve near circle.) The Devil (move 
the figure nearer) was jealous of them 


now. “I'll get them on my side against 
God, too.” So he put himself into a 
serpent. (Replace figure of Devil with 


figure of snake cut from paper.) You 
know the story—how he said to Eve: 
“It isn’t fair of God, is it, not to let 
you eat the fruit of that tree? Of course, 
you wouldn’t die. You’d just get to 
know a lot, like God. Never mind what 
God said, just think for yourself. How 
nice it looks! How good it would taste! 
How smart you would be, like God!” 
And Eve was fooled (Gen. 3). Sin again, 
The Devil was happy. Now people could 
not go to Heaven, either, to take his place 
there. Now they belonged to him. 


In Old Testament days the Devil was 
called Satan, which means enemy. (Re- 
place the “Lucifer” strip with one of 
black paper bearing in yellow letters the 
word “Satan.”) He used to Slip back 
into Heaven along with the good angels 
reporting to God. (Place above the earth 
circle a representation of Heaven, and 
move the figure of the Devil up to it.) 
There he tried to tell God He had no

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right to save people and forgive them 
any more than angels. “The soul that 
sinneth, it shall die” (Ezek. 18:20). “The 
wages of sin is death” (Rom. 6:23). God 
must keep His promise, and let them die, 
too. One time God said, “There is one 
good man, Job.” But Satan said: “Good! 
He’s good because You've given him 
everything he wants, 7,000 sheep, 3,000 
camels, 1,000 oxen, 500 donkeys, and 
many servants, and 10 children. Take 
them away, and he’d curse You to Your 
face.” “You may try it.” Robbers stole 
the cattle, lightning struck the sheep, 
a whirlwind wrecked the house, killing 
all the children. Still Job stuck to God. 
“The Lord gave, and the Lord hath 
taken away; blessed be the name of the 
Lord” (Job 1:21). 

The Devil went into Heaven again one 


day. “Where have you been?” asked 
God. “Traveling up and down the 
earth.” “Did you notice Job? He is 


still good, even after you got Me to hurt 
him.” “Yes, but he wouldn’t be good 
if You touched him, He’d curse You 
to Your face if You hurt his own body.”

The methods of thirty-five schools and what they show as to results 


HE topic, “Sunday School Missions,” 
was one of many discussed at the 
Philadelphia Area Sunday School Asso- 
ciation Conference held at Keswick, 
N. J., June 29 to July 1, 1951. In prep- 
aration for the topic it was discovered 
that there is apparently little published 
material available covering the methods 
used by Sunday schools in creating and 
maintaining missionary interest and 
funds. The most practical material was 
obtained from articles that had been 
published in THE SunpAy ScHooL TIMEs. 
We were asked, “Why Sunday School 
Missions?” At once our minds turned 
to Mark 16:15 and Matthew 28:19. We 
realize that most of the workers and 
members of our many schools cannot 
respond to the challenge of these verses, 
but we have found that we all can 
have a part in enlisting the services of 
young men and women now in our 
schools and encourage them to go. We 
can help see that those who go are sup- 
ported by prayer and money. We can 
encourage our missionary friends on the 
field. 

We should teach missions and propa- 
gate a missionary program in so far as 
our own schools are concerned, in order 
that we may educate and build up the 
faith. of our own folks. As our mis- 
sionary friends visit with us in our 
schools they, by their testimony to the 
Lord’s faithfulness, help all of us and 
strengthen our faith. We are enabled 
to help our members in their giving—

one of the Christian graces. It helps us 
in our efforts to teach our men and 
women and boys and girls to pray’ in 
faith believing. Then, too, we are able 
to promote a flow of mail to those who 
represent us on the field, 

We are told, “We are most successful 
with our programs if we can get our 
folks to realize and believe that we 
and the missionaries form a partnership 
in Christ to carry out the Great Com- 
mission.” We are also told to remem- 
ber that “the charm and impact of our 
promotional program depend essentially 
on variety, spontaneity, and the element 
of surprise.” Each school needs a three- 
pronged missionary program—a mission- 
ary prayer program; a missionary sup- 
port program; and a_— missionary 
education program. These are equally 
important, and each is dependent on the 
other for execution. We cannot support 
our missionary friends financially un- 
less we educate our members and inter- 
est them in our program, and we need 
education before we can get our folks 
to pray. 

A survey, made at the time of the con- 
ference, produced from members of the 
thirty-five schools represented some very 
interesting information regarding their 
missionary programs and results. Since 
the questionnaire was answered without 
consulting records, the details were of 
course not accurate in all cases, but 
were quite revealing. For example, four 
schools reported missionary giving far 
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in excess of the other schools, their con- 
tributions amounting to at least $10 per 
member, yearly; one school gives well 
over that figure. Four others give over 
$7.50 per member. Most of the other 
schools reported average giving running 
between $1 and $5 per member, and four 
give less than $1 per member yearly. 

It was encouraging to learn that ten 
of the thirty-five schools reported sup- 
porting one or more missionaries in 
full, and, in addition, gave to the 
support of other missioraries. One 
school shares in the support of nine- 
teen missionaries, another in eighteen, a 
third twelve. Most of the schools give 
at least one Sunday’s offering monthly 
towards missions. Some take a mission- 
ary offering each Sunday, and one mission 
Sunday school not only gives one Sun- 
day’s offering, but one-tenth of all the 
other offerings of each month. 


The methods reported are interesting. 
For example, a number of schools use 
missionary banks. One school has an 
organized missionary society in the 
school, with elected officers. Many ob- 
tain pledges from the scholars toward the 
support of specific persons, or for the 
entire program. Of course, most schools 
spoke of having missionary speakers 
regularly, and a small number spoke of 
missionary sketches and pageants. One 
school makes much of missionary biog- 
raphies, and has a reading club program. 
One or two use the envelope system and 
have missionary envelopes. One school 
spoke of tithes for missions. Of special 
interest is the fact that the eight schools 
who reported the highest per capita giv- 
ing told of effort beyond the ordinary 
in creating missionary interest and funds, 
Four hold annual missionary confer- 
ences, and one brings all of their several 
home missionaries home for the confer- 
ences. All but one emphasized that spe- 
cial prayer effort is made throughout the 
year for missions and for their mission- 


aries. Prayer lists, prayer folders, 
prayer groups are prominent in their 
programs. Most of the schools, in addi- 


tion to using one Sunday’s collection for 
missions, on that particular Sunday have 
a missionary program, or at least give 
part of the opening service for mission- 
ary emphasis. Some have a quarterly 
missionary Sunday, usually having a 
special missionary speaker. 

From comments made by many in the 
survey, and by others in conversation, 
the fact developed that where more ef- 
fort is being made more is being accom- 
plished. Where not much effort is being 
put forth, often because of lack of in- 
terest of the pastors and leaders of the 
church and Sunday school, not much is 
accomplished. We all need to search our 
own hearts and minds regarding this 
important work to determine whether 
we are doing cur part as we are able 
in fulfilling the Great Commission of our

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
T IS strange how little attention is 
I paid to Isaac. After looking at 
Abraham, the patriarch of towering 
character, we give but a passing glance 
at his son, and proceed to focus our 
attention on Jacob, the grandson. There 
are doubtless various reasons. Although 
Isaac is by far the more admirable of 
the two, Jacob is certainly the more 
colorful. Isaac was the passive type. 
In nearly every scene in which he fig- 
ures, he is the object of somebody else’s 
activity. He submits to his father’s sac- 
rifice of him, and he waits for a bride 
whom somebody else finds for him. On 
the other hand, Jacob went out to fend 
for himself, and fought hard against con- 
siderable odds. In the Biblical account, 
much more space is devoted to Jacob 
than to Isaac. There must be some rea- 
son for this literary emphasis in Scrip- 
ture. Isaac was a kind of buffer between 
the father of the nation and the father 
of the tribes. But in addition to this 
historical consideration, there is an im- 
portant spiritual factor. Jacob is an out- 
Standing example of the carnal man 
wrought upon by the grace of God until 
he becomes a prince of the household. 
If the grace of God could make an Israel 
out of Jacob, none need despair. I per- 
sonally derive more comfort from the 
title, “God of Jacob,” than from “God of 
Abraham” or “God of Isaac.” It means 
there is hope for even me. 
Again I recommend one of F. B. Meyer's

Verse by Verse 

Gen. 28:10.—“From Beer-shebda, 
toward Haran.” Beersheba, regarded as 
the southern extremity of Judah, was 
first established by Abraham (Gen, 21: 
22-34), and Isaac later settled there 
(chap. 26:23-33). From here Jacob 
started north, going toward the place 
where Abraham had halted on his jour- 
ney from Ur to Canaan. 

Verse 11—‘“He took of the stones of 
that place .. . for his pillows.” More 
correctly, “one of the stones.” Jacob 
was a fugitive from his own sin (chap. 
27: 1-41). Even a pillow of down would 
have turned to stone in such a situation. 
Yet he slept. 

Verses 12, 13.—“Behold a ladder ... 
behold the angels . . . behold, the Lord.” 
The ladder was the means of communi- 
cation between the sinner and God; the 
angels, the ministers of communication; 
and above all, the Lord. It was a pic- 
ture of distance, but also of approach. 
See John 1:51. Notice the order of the 
angels’ movement, “ascending and de- 
scending.” See Hebrews 1:14. They go 
up for the needed help, and come down 
with it. 

Verse 13—“The Lord God of Abra- 
ham . , , of Isaac.” God's first direct 
revelation to Jacob linked him with the 
covenant promises to Abraham and Isaac, 
and called him to the same godly walk 
that had characterized his father and 
his grandfather. 

Verses 13, 14—‘“The land , . , thy seed 


. blessed.” Here are the three basic 
items of the covenant which we saw in 
last week’s Topics for Development, the 
promised land, the promised seed, and 
the promised blessing. Notice that elec- 
tion is not an end in itself, but is a 
means to wider blessing. 


Verse 15.—“I am with thee ... I will 
not leave thee.” Here are the personal 
blessings guaranteed to Jacob as heir 
of the covenant. The presence of God 
means going and coming in divine care 
and protection. See Psalm 121:8. We 
can be sure that God’s “I have spoken” 
will have its mate, “I have done.” 


Verse 16.—“Surely the Lord is in this 
place.” Much of the time we are walk- 
ing as men asleep, unaware of the pres- 
ence of God. If we were really awake, 
we would be conscious of His presence 
always. Jacob was more awake in his 
sleep than in his waking hours. 


Verse 17.—‘How dreadful is_ this 
place!” Fear and dread are the natural 
reaction of the sinner to the presence 
of God. We must never lose the rever- 
ential fear of God (we need more of it!), 
but those who know His grace find “the 
house of God” and “the gate of hezven” 
a place of delight. 


Verse 18.—‘Took the stone .. and 
poured Oil upon the top of it.” This was 
an act of consecration, to hallow the 
place in commemoration of his meeting 
with God there. Here was evidence that, 
despite twists in his character, Jacob 
had an appreciation of holy things. 

Verse 19.—“And he called the name 
of that place Beth-el.” It is referred

to as Bethel in Genesis 12:8 although it 
did not actually bear that name till Ja- 
cob so called it. His exclamation in 
verse 17 became the new name of the 
hallowed spot. Are there some places 
that you have renamed Bethel, because 
they were in a special way the house 
of God to you? 
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Verse 20.—‘And Jacob vowed a vow, 
saying, If.” That “if” is unfortunate. 
It is the mark of immature faith. Let 
us avoid it in our dealings with God. 
This is the first vow in the Bible. 


Verse 21—‘“My father’s house in 
peace.” He was not going out in peace 
(chap, 27:41). It is better to make the 
Lord your God without strings attached. 
He will do better for us than we an- 
ticipate. 


Verse 22.—“I will surely give the tenth 
unto thee.” He had Abraham’s example 
for tithing (Gen. 14:20), and the prin- 
ciple became incorporated in the Law 
when the nation was established. But 
remember that tithing began as a vol- 
untary principle. It cannot therefore be 
regarded as legalistic. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

Jacob is a rare example of Paul's great 
Gospel statement, “Where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound” (Rom. 
5:20). He was at Bethel as a fugitive. 
His sin was catching up with him. But 
here the grace of God met him. 

Jacob’s dream is central in our lesson, 
and I should like to give Dr. Griffith 
Thomas’s illuminating statement from 
the “Devotional Commentary.” “The 
ladder was intended first of all to re- 
mind Jacob of the gulf between his soul 
and God. By craft he had obtained his 
brother’s birthright, by lying and deceit 
he had snatched away the blessing, and 
now the fugitive is reminded of the sep- 
aration between his soul and God and 
the absolute necessity of some means of 
communication. The ladder also re- 
minded him of the way in which his 
soul could come back to God in spite 
of his sin, and the fact that it reached 
from earth to Heaven signified the com- 
plete provision of divine grace for hu- 
man life. Right down to his deepest 
need the ladder came, right up to the 
presence of God the ladder reached.” 
We could well add, And that ladder was 
Christ. 

The pity is that Jacob’s response was 
not more complete. He was just a be- 
ginner in grace,

Topics for Development 


Was Jacob Worthy? I imagine if we 
had been asked to choose between Esau 
and Jacob as bearer of the covenant, 
most of us would have chosen Esau, his 
father’s favorite. He seems to have 
been a wholesome, straightforward fel- 
low, a real man’s man. We despise the 
way Jacob took advantage of his 
brother’s hunger (chap. 25:29-33), and 
the way he deceived his blind old father 
(chap. 27:6-29). But here it was a case 
of God’s grace, not human merit, and so 
it is in salvation. Yet even so, there 
was that in Esau which disqualified him 
—his rejection of the things of God in 
preference for the things of this pres- 
ent life (chap. 25:34). He was a “pro- 
fane person,” satisfied with what ap- 
pealed to the appetite of the moment 
(Heb. 12:16), whereas Jacob responded, 
if slowly, to spiritual realities, and God 
changed him into a prince (Gen, 32:28). 

Tithing. Some consider it legalistic 
to tithe, but it should be remembered 
that tithing began at least 450 years be- 
fore the Law, in the purely voluntary act 
of Abraham, when Melchizedek met him 
returning from the field of battle, laden 
with spoil (chap. 14:20). There can be 
no doubt that this was in Jacob’s mind 
when he engaged himself to tithe, in 
recognition of God’s goodness to him. 
Under the Law the tithe was only one of 
the demands made upon the Children 
of Israel. It would seem that this should 
constitute a minimum of regular giving 
on our part who have received so richly

But now he 
was all a¥fone under the stars on the 
open prairie, and he was there because 
his meanness to Esau had compelled him 
to flee. That thought would make him 
heartsick as well as homesick. But 
when we feel anxious, sad, and lonely, 
we are more open to God’s approach. 
God wanted to save, purify, and pre- 
pare Jacob for His service, so He first 
awakens Jacob’s faith in His love and 
care and in His constant presence. Just 
when Jacob most needed it, God drew 
near and promised to be with him and 
to keep him wherever he went. The 
result was Jacob’s conversion. 

When Frances Willard left home for 
the first time, it was to take a little 
school in an unattractive country spot. 
Her first sight of the ugly, dismal school- 
house and of the roughness of the people 
dismayed her. The contrast with her 
home made her homesick. But that 
night, she tells us, she prayed as she 
had not prayed for many days, and went 
to sleep in the cold and dark, feeling 
that the everlasting arms that reach 
around the world enfolded her, too. 
When we feel lonely and heartsick God 
is showing us we need Him, and by such 
promises as we have in our Golden Text 
He assures us we need not walk alone 
but that He will go with us. And if 
we feel unfit for His presence, as we 
are, we can look to the cross, trust Him 
who died for sinners, be forgiven, and 
then a walk with God becomes possible 
even for us.

“And Jacob went out from Beer- 
sheba .” (Gen 28:10). Jacob was 
fleeing from his brother’s threat, and 
became a fugitive from the house of the 
father whom he had deceived. 

The law of sowing and reaping is un- 
failing and unchanging. It ill becomes 
anyone to attempt to evade it. 

In a certain state a millionaire en- 
gaged in the bootlegging business, think- 
ing it an easy way to increase his wealth. 
He now undoubtedly believes the Scrip- 
ture which says, “Whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap,” for he 
is serving a long prison sentence. A 
friend who called on him within the 
prison walls found him working, sitting 
cross-legged, with a large needle and 
a ball of twine, sewing burlap bags. 
The friend, not knowing what else to 
say, remarked, “Sewing, eh?” Looking 
up with an ill-natured smile, the man 
replied, “No, I'm reaping.” 

A young man came to a man who was 
ninety years of age and asked, “How 
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have you made out to live so long and 
be so well?” The old man took the 
youngster to an orchard and, pointing 
to some large trees full of apples, said: 
“I planted these trees when I was a 
boy, and do you wonder that now I am 
permitted to gather the fruit of them” 
We gather in old age what we plant 
in our youth. Sow to the wind and we 
reap the whirlwind. Get saved early 
in life, live a life well pleasing to God, 
and you will eat luscious fruit in old 
age, and gather these harvest apples in 
eternity.” 

A stanza which was going the rounds 
when I was a boy, says: 

We sow a thought and reap an act; 

We sow an act and reap a habit; 

We sow a habit and reap a character; 

We sow a character and reap a desiin 


“And lay down in that place to sleep’ 
(Gen, 28:11).—The cold ground was his 
bed; the sky his canopy; stones were his 
pillow; and a bad conscience his com- 
panion. And, as far as the record goes, 
he had no thought of God. 

“And he dreamed .” (Gen, 28:12). 
—‘“For God speaketh once, yea twice, 
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yet man perceiveth it not. In a dream, 
in a vision of the night, when deep 
sleep falleth upon men, in slumberings 
upon the bed; then he openeth the ears 
of men, and sealeth their instruction” 
(Job 33:14-16). Many a person who 
has shut God out of his life during the 
day has been given a dream by night 
to make him think of God, of judgment, 
and of eternity. People are not saved 
in dreams, but they certainly can be 
awakened through them! 

A certain man dreamed that he ap- 
peared before the Great White Throne 
to be judged. He said he felt the agonies 
of a mind fully expecting to be ban- 
ished from the presence of God. When 
the Judge solemnly asked, “Well, what 
sayest thou?” he fell at His feet and 
implored mercy and prayed, “Lord, spare 
me yet a little longer, and when Thou 
shalt call for me again, I hope to be 
ready.” The Lord replied, “Go then, and 
improve the time given thee.” The ex- 
treme agitation awoke him, but the im- 
pression was so deep he was never able 
to shake it off. He afterward trusted the 
Saviour for salvation, and also became 
a preacher of the Gospel. 

“A ladder set up on the earth, and the 
top of it reached to heaven” (Gen. 28: 
12).—The Holy Spirit interprets this for 
us in John 1:51. The “ladder” represents 
the Lord Jesus Christ—the one who con- 
nects Heaven and earth (1 Tim. 2:5; 
John 14:6). As the ladder came right 
down to Jacob, and right up to the Lord, 
so the work of Christ on the cross 
reaches the sinner where he is, and re- 
veals the way to God, to Heaven, and to 
Home (1 Pet. 3:18). When the Apostle 
Peter related his experience in connec- 
tion with the great sheet,” he said, “It 
came even to me” (Acts 11:5). 

Each Christian can say: 

“It reaches me! It reaches me! 

Wondrous grace it reaches me! 

Pure, exhaustless, ever-flowing, 

Wondrous grace it reaches me!” 

It was nothing but the pure, sovereign 
grace of God that reached Jacob, for 
certainly he did nothing on this occa- 
sion to merit it. And, it is by the grace 
of God that we are saved today (Eph. 
2:8, 9). 

“IT am the Lord God of Abraham” 
(Gen, 28:13).—It was at the “ladder” 
that God graciously revealed Himself 
to Jacob. It was there He revealed Him- 
self as the giver of the land to Jacob 
and to his seed. It was there He re- 
peated the promise, “In thee and in thy 
seed shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed.” It was there the Lord as- 
sured Jacob of His presence with him, 
and of His keeping as well as His re- 
storing power. 

It is at the Cross we learn that He 
who spared not His own Son, will with 
Him also freely “give us all things” 
(Rom. 8:32). He gives us the same 
promise of His abiding presence as the 
patriarch received (Heb. 13:5). Jacob’s 
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blessings were earthly, while ours are 
spiritual and heavenly (Eph. 1:3). 
What will He not bestow? 
Who freely gave this mighty Gift unbought, 
Unmerited, unheeded, and unsought, 
What will He not bestow? 
“This is the gate of heaven” (Gen. 
28:17).—What expression could better 


describe the cross of Christ! The poet 
has said: 
I must needs go home by the way of the 
cross, 


There’s no other way but this; 


I shall ne’er get sight of the Gates of 
Light, 
If the way of the cross I miss. 
And again: 


As to the pilgrim patriarch 
That wondrous dream was given, 
So seems my Saviour’s Cross to me 
A ladder up to Heaven.

AY, fellows, the study of Jacob’s life 

reveals at least two great facts about 
God our Heavenly Father: His faithful- 
ness to His covenant promises and His 
marvelous grace (unmerited favor) to 
poor sinners like you and me. One out- 
standing characteristic of Jacob was his 
propensity for bargaining. He was a 
very shrewd bargainer, and he was 
tricky. When we first see him in the 
record, he is bargaining with Esau for 
the birthright, and later we see him 
practicing deceit upon his old, blind 
father in confirming it. Next, he used 
sharp practice in dealing with Laban 
his father-in-law, whereby he grew rich 
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in the possession of cattle and sheep. 
Nevertheless, God wonderfully blessed 
Jacob throughout his long life in spite 
of his tricky, bargaining practices. 

God had promised Jacob’s grandfather 
Abraham that through his seed He would 
bless the world, and Jacob was an im- 
portant link. God never breaks a con- 
tract or a promise. He not only blessed 
Jacob materially, but by His Spirit he 
preserved Jacob’s integrity and enabled 
him to round out his imperfect life in 
a God-honored and ripe old age. Jacob 
suffered in this life for his sins, for 
“whatsoever a man soweth, that shall 
he also reap” (Gal. 6:7), but here is 
where the marvelous grace of God comes 
in as He many times in the record links 
His name with that of Abraham, Isaac, 
and Jacob, as in Exodus 3:16. 

Jacob even cffered to bargain with 
God. “If God will be with’ me, and will 
keep me in this way that I go, and will 
give me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put on, so that I come again to my 
father’s house in peace; then shall the 
Lord be my God and of all that 
thou shalt give me I will surely give 
the tenth unto thee” (Gen. 28:20-22). 
There is nothing in the record to show 
that Jacob tithed, except what is strongly 
implied by the fact that God did pros- 
per him greatly—materially and _ spir- 
itually. Therefore, I believe Jacob did 
perform his part of the covenant. If he 
had not he probably would not have 
become so prosperous, 

I have known of cases where people 
bravely set out to pay the tithe to the 
Lord and when they prospered they ex- 
panded their style of living and neg- 
lected their tithing. Then came disas-

ter. You can’t afford to trifle with God 
in this matter. God never fails of His 
promises; but we, too, have a part to 
keep. It is very wonderful if we do so. 
It can be tragic if we neglect it. 

I am grateful to Jacob for his tithe 
lesson!

INCE we have only one quarter in 

which to study the beginnings of 
the Hebrew nation, we have to skip from 
Abraham to his grandson, Jacob. Jacob 
is the man from whom the nation got 
the name of Israel. It is interesting to 
note that nearly four thousand years 
later, the new nation of Israel still bears 
his name. Abraham was a man of great 
faith in God, and most of his life was 
peaceful and happy. His grandson Ja- 
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HT 
cob did not have such great faith, and 
his life was shadowed by fears and dis- 
appointments. But Jacob’s faith was in 
the same great God, and so today he 
also enjoys perfect bliss in the pres- 
ence of the God he learned to know 
while here on earth. 

Scripture introduces us to Jacob as a 
baby, then as a boy. He was his mother’s 
right-hand man, while his twin brother 
Esau was all for an outdoor life. Doris 
will tell us one incident from their boy- 
hood. This story is not a credit to 
either boy. Esau is a typical unsaved 
man. He wanted his present appetites 
satisfied, regardless of his future life. 
Jacob was not like that, but he shows 
none of the unselfishness we admired 
in his grandfather Abraham, Now Donna 
will tell us the last incident in Jacob's 
home life. This is a sad story, but we 
have to know it to understand why Ja- 
cob left home. And there is something 
else we should notice: At this time 
Isaac was feeble and almost blind, his 
death was expected at any time. Re- 
bekah was as full of life and schemes 
as a young person, yet Rebekah died 
while Jacob was away from home and 
Isaac lived till he came back again 
twenty years later! How uncertain life 
is and how important it is that we be 
ready for the future life! 

If Rebekah could have foreseen the 
result of encouraging her favorite son 
to deceive his father, she never would 
have done it. She did not know that it 
would be necessary for Jacob to leave 
home immediately, and that she would 
never see him again on earth. Sin al- 
ways brings sad consequences. 

The Scripture we are to read today is 
found in Genesis 28:10-22. Before we 
read it let us get the setting: Jacob has 
started out all alone for his uncle’s home 
in Haran, which seems to have been 
about four hundred miles away. And 
he is traveling on foot, leaving all his 
treasures at home as well as all his loved 
ones. He could take nothing with him 
but what he was willing to carry that 
tremendous distance. This would elim- 
inate everything but the bare necessities 
of life. How lonely Jacob must have 
felt! Every mile he traveled left every- 
one and everything he had known and 
loved farther and farther behind. And 
he was going to relatives he had never 
seen, and who were not expecting him. 
Now it is getting too dark to see the 
way, and Jacob is exhausted from the 
strain of leaving home, as well as the 
fifty or sixty miles he has waiked this 
first day. He lies down under the stars 
with only a stone for a pillow. Then 
God speaks to him in a dream. Read 
Genesis 28:10-14. What three prophetic 
promises made to Abraham long before 
are now repeated to Jacob? (1. The land 
of Canaan is to belong to him and to his 
descendants. 2. His descendants are to 
be as numerous as the dust of the earth, 
3. In him and in his seed all the families 
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of the earth are to be blessed.) Gala- 
tians 3:16 tells us plainly that the word 
“seed” used here refers to Christ, 

Genesis 28:15 is a new prophetic prom- 
ise given to Jacob. God will be with 
him wherever he goes. He will not leave 
him and He will surely bring him back 
to his own land. This was fulfilled in 
Jacob’s life in the following twenty 
years, ' 
Now read the rest of the chapter. How 
did Jacob feel when he awoke? (He was 
afraid at the presence of God.) So is 
everyone else till he knows that his sins 
are forgiven. No doubt Jacob did con- 
fess his sins to God. What did Jacob 
promise God, if God kept His promises 
to him? (He would give God a tenth of 
everything.) Does God keep His prom- 
ises to you? Then I hope you do not 
give Him less than Jacob did. 

Now Helen will tell us of Jacob's ar- 
rival at Haran. Dorothy will tell us his 
love story. Poor Jacob, saddled with 
a wife he did not want for the rest of 
his days! Jacob stayed at Haran for 
twenty years and then he started home 
again with his two wives and eleven 
sons. His Uncle Laban, who had been 
his employer all the time he was in 
Haran, did not want him to go. So Ja- 
cob had to slip out while Laban was 
away shearing sheep, just as he had had 
to slip out unknown to his brother 
twenty years before. Poor Jacob, as he 
turned homeward he was afraid of Laban 
behind him, and of Esau in front, Laban 
did pursue Jacob, but God did not let 
him do any harm, 

After Laban went home again, it would 
have seemed as if Jacob should have 
had some peace, but it was impossible 
for him to slip past Mt. Seir, where Esau 
now lived without being seen, for he 
had such a large party with him. So 
Jacob sent messengers ahead to Esau to 
tell him they were coming. The mes- 
sengers returned to Jacob telling him 
that Esau was coming to meet him with 
four hundred men! Read how Jacob 
felt in Genesis 32:7, 8. Now read his 
prayer to God in verses 9 to 12. Do you 
see that Jacob remembered God's prom- 
ises to him and believed them? If he 
had not had faith in God he would have 
fled at once. Instead of that he lodged 
there all night. After dividing his fam- 
ily and all his possessions into two bands, 
he sent both on ahead of him while 
he wrestled with God all night. It was 
on that night which he spent alone with 
God, that his name was changed to 
Israel. His prayer was answered, for 
the next day Esau met him peaceably. 
However, Esau’s heart was unchanged, 
and his descendants were constant foes 
of the Israelites. But God kept all His 
promises to Jacob, and he, as well as 
Abraham, was in the honored line 


through which Christ came, thus fulfill- 
ing the greatest of all the prophetic 
promises.

Topic and Scripture: 


Jacob’s Discovery (Gen, 28:10-17) 


HAT man was asked to leave his 

country and relatives? What did 
God promise he should become? How 
big a family should he have? How many 
families would be blessed by him and 
his family? 

Abraham's grandson, Jacob, was sleep- 
ing out that night. Rocky ground was 
his bed, a heap of stones his pillow, his 
coat the bedclothes. I don’t think he 
slept very well. His bed was hard; his 
thoughts unhappy. Back home was an 
angry brother he had tricked, a brother 
who wanted to kill him. Back home, 
too, was a tlind father, a father whom 
he had tricked and lied to, a father who 
had now blessed him and sent him to 
get a wife among his relatives. Back 
home was a mother who loved him. 
But would God really give him the 
blessing He had promised to Abraham 
and his family: the land, and the One 
who should be the greatest blessing to 
all the world? Would he lose all the 
wonderful blessings by his sin? Could 
God—? 

God loves even the sinner. And when 
that sinner, no matter how bad, looks to 
God, things happen. In Jacob’s dream 
he saw a set of stairs or ladder from 
earth to Heaven—angels going up and 
down—and—look!—at the top, God Him- 
self! “I am the Lord God of Abraham 
your father. I will give you the land 
you are lying on; I will give it to you 
and your children. Your children shall 
be as the dust of the earth, and shall 
go to the west, to the east, to the north, 
and to the south. You and the One who 
shall come in your family shall be a 
blessing to all families of the earth. 
See, I am with you. I will keep you 
wherever you go, and bring you back 
again to this land. I won’t leave you 
until I have done it all.” 

What awe filled Jacob’s heart when 
he awoke! God wasn’t just back home. 
“God is night here, and I didn’t know 
it,” he said. “What a sacred place this 
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is! It is God’s house. It is the gate of 
Heaven.” He set up his pillow-stone 
and poured oil on it and named the 
place Bethel, the house of God. “When 
God brings me back again, I will wor- 
ship here by this stone. I will give 
You one-tenth of all that You give me,” 
he promised God. 

Twenty years later Jacob returned 
with wives, children, and much cattle, 
because God had been with him and 
blessed him.

And now, as 
to Jacob, He says to us, “Behold, I am 
with thee, and will keep thee in all 
places whither thou goest” (Gen, 28:15, 
Memory Verse). Why should we be 
afraid? 

Have the children plan a short sum- 
mary of Jacob’s story to be written on 
page 5 of the Genesis scroll, and enter 
the Memory Verse on the first page. 
Let the children see how many of the 
Ten Commandments they can quote. For 
future drill prepare: heart with “God 
first,” image, lips, calendar page with 
Sundays in red, child with parents, per- 
son with gun, man and woman together, 
child taking something, child talking to 
another child, heart with “I wish I had.”

ODAY we have Jacob as our central 

figure, and his journey up from Beer- 
sheba toward Haran is the time in his 
life that we are considering. But be- 
fore you take up his story, tell the chil- 
dren something about Isaac, for he is 
part of the chain that received the 
promise of the land. Isaac was that son 
that God promised to Abraham anc his 
wife, and*God repeated His promise that 
all that land of Judah should belong to 
him and his children. When he was 
grown and married, he had two chil- 
dren, twins—and every child should be 
able to tell you their names, Jacob and 
Esau. Esau did not love or serve God, 
so we know very little about him. He 
is not part of this story. Jacob was a 
willful man, wanted his own way, was 
tricky and deceitful, but he did love God, 
and so God trained him. Did you know 
that God trains His children? If He has 
never done any training of you or me, 
we should begin to wonder if we belong 
to Him, 

Jacob was deceitful to his poor old 
blind father Isaac, and tricked him into 
giving him the oldest son’s birthright 
and blessing, which really belonged to 
Esau. But Esau, one day when he was 
hungry and wanted some food Jacob was 
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cooking, had agreed to sell Jacob his 
birthright for the food. So he had de- 
spised his birthright. But when he found 
that Jacob had taken his blessing, he 
was very angry at Jacob, and he beg- 
ged his father to bless him also. He 
wept over it. And he said that as scon 
as they were through mourning over his 
father’s death, he would kill Jacob, So 
Jacob went away, far, far away. His 
father and his mother blessed him and 
sent him away. 

And on the way he came to a good 
place to camp for the night, and used 
some stones for his pillow. You and I 
would not have had stones for our pil- 
lows, would we? But he did. And he 
dreamed, and in his dream he saw a 
ladder set up with its foot on earth and 
its top reaching to Heaven, and there 
were angels coming down and going up 
—oh, no, that’s wrong. They were going 
up and coming down. We wonder why, 
because we think of angels as being in 
Heaven. But there are many angels who 
protect God’s children and care for them 
in times of danger, and these angels 
must have been some of Jacob’s guardian 
angels. How wonderful to think that 
God sends angels to care for His chil- 
dren! 

That was not all of Jacob’s dream, 
though. God stood above the ladder and 
made once again His promise that all 
that land should be given to Jacob and 
his children. It is a great promise, and 
God will keep His promise in His own 
time. The Jewish people, today, have 
much of the land, but they have some 
power‘ul enemies there, and men don't 
know how to settle the matter. When it 
is time on God's clock, He will keep His 
promise, 

Give the children paper and pencils, 
and let them draw the ladder as they see 
it.

What lessons can the children get from 
the life of Jacob? Some of them are 
negative. They can see some things that 
they should not do. Perhaps the very 
first thing in their minds is that they 
should not quarrel with their brother 
3ack of the quarrel came jealousy and 
a desire on the part of Jaccb to have 
what was legally his brother's. Every 
boy and girl can learn that coveting and 
jealousy are wrong. If they have that 
kind of heart, only God can change it. 
He can take jealousy out of any heart 
that will give Him a chance to work 

Out of Jacob’s envy grew his decep- 
tion of his poor old blind father. which 
was not good behavior by our rules. 
As you read on through Jacob's life, 
you see how that trickiness was part 
of his make-up, and how God trained 
him, 

Fathers and mothers in Christian 
homes should train their children: they 
should help them to overcome bad 
habits, and desires. Jacob's 
mother was not a very wise woman, for 
she played favorites. She was not fair 
to both boys. Jacob was her favorite, 


wrong 
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so instead of trying to cure him of his 
envy, she helped him get what he 
wanted, unfairly. I hope your mothers 
are not doing that, for it always makes 
trouble for all concerned. I am sorry 
for the favorite child. There should be 
no such thing in any home, and certainly 
not in a Christian home. 

If a child has a disposition like Jacob’s, 
he needs the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour right now. All the other chil- 
dren do, too. But today I’m thinking 
and praying especially for the jealous, 
envious child who is so wretched and 
unhappy because he doesn’t always get 
everything he wants. Ask the Lord to 
help you—to change you!

(Acts 17:22-28; Matt. 28:19, 20)

HE Scriptures clearly establish that 
true peace, whether it be world peace 
or peace between individuals, origi- 
nates in the spiritual realm. Repeatedly 
God is referred to as the “God of peace” 
(Rom, 15:23; 16:20; 2 Cor. 13:11; Phil. 
4:9; 1 Thess. 5:23; Heb, 3:20). Ever 
since the Fall, natural man and even 
the carnal or fleshly man has been at 
enmity toward God. And because he 
has been hostile toward God and thus 
alienated from God he has been at en- 
mity with other men (Rom? 8:7; Eph. 
2:14-18). But because God is the God 
of love and peace He has sent the Lord 
Jesus to make a way, through His death 
on the cross, for man to return to God 
and be at peace with Him. It is then 
that the Holy Spirit can begin His fruit- 
ful work in the human heart, a part of 
which work is the fruit of peace (Gal. 
5:22). 
pd 
Now we must not be confused by the 
fact that unregenerate men may for a 
time live in a semblance of peace with 
one another. This kind of peace may 
be brought about by agreements or 
treaties, or sometimes even by armed 
force. There is a kind of peace that 
one may find in a zoological garden, 
where all sorts of wild animals live 
together for some years. Perhaps you may 
have even seen wild animals kept under 
certain conditions where there were no 
apparent bars or cages. Nevertheless in 
each case there were certain barriers 
either of distance or of water or of metal 
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that kept the various animals in their 
places or protected them from other 
animals that would prey upon them.

You will find a sort of peace as a rule 
in a penitentiary. But here again it is 
maintained by iron bars and stone walls 
and armed guards. Just so in the world 
at large peace may be maintained by 
the preponderance of power in the hands 
of a few nations who for economic rea- 
sons, or political reasons, or even some- 
times for altruistic reasons have banded 
together to maintain law and order in 
the world.

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However, the Scriptures make it very 
clear that this sort of peace is not per- 
manent no matter how sincere or high 
principled may be the motives that lie 
behind it. As long as there are unre- 
generate men abroad in the world there 
will always be the danger that some 
will fly at the throats of others in order 
to get what the other has, whether it 
be natural resources, wealth, or power, 
or just for sheer deviltry. It is only the 
Gospel of Christ that ean change men’s 
hearts and cause them to want to live 
in peace with all others. And not until 
the Lord Jesus Christ, the Prince of 
Peace, returns in person will a perma- 
nent peace be established here upon this 
earth. God has granted to men the right 
of self-determination and He will not 
interfere with this right until the Lord 
Jesus comes to set up His righteous, per- 
fect Kingdom here upon earth.

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However, all of this does not relieve 
us as individuals of our own personal 
responsibility to live at peace with others 
just as far as this is possible. All too 
often we are willing enough to tell our 
nation or other nations what should be 
done in the matter of peace, when we 
are not willing to discipline ourselves, 
under the teachings of God’s Word, to 
live at peace with our next-door neigh- 
bors, or with our schoolmates, or with 
the fellow who works beside us in the 
shop or in the office. And, sometimes, 
even Christians will trample upon the 
rights or feelings of others with never 
a thought that it is right here that true 
peace must be first demonstrated.

Again, we should see clearly in this 
week’s consideration of peace the fact 
that, in the world in which we live to- 
day, peace is not a matter of throwing 
away arms and disbanding armies. Some 
of our social dreamers have seen the 
fallacy of this course since World War 
I, which was supposed to be a war to 
end all wars. Lawless nations can no 
more be loved into obeying international 
law thin hardened criminals can be 
changed by tearing down our jails and 
disbanding our police forces. Some- 
thing more than washing the face of the 
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clock is necessary when the balance 
wheel is faulty or the mainspring erratic.

Let us ask God, then, to give us His 
viewpoint on the world situation and 
help us to see the great need in men’s 
hearts for a saving knowledge of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the need in this 
old world for a righteous, perfect ruler 
—the Prince of Peace—under whose 
reign alone it will be safe to beat our 
swords into plowshares and our spears 
into pruning hooks (Joel 3:10).

“You may try it. But don’t you kill 
him.” Job was tortured with a terrible 
disease, pain, and sores. He couldn't 


understand why God let it all happen 
when he had followed and obeyed God 
as well as he knew how. It didn’t seem 
right, but he still believed God. After- 
ward God rewarded his faith by making 
him twice as rich as before: 14,000 sheep, 
6,000 camels, 2,000 oxen, 1,000 donkeys, 
10 more children. (Job, chapters 1, 2, 42.) 

When the Lord came down, the very 
Son of God, into His world, as He called 
it (figure of the Lord near the earth 
circle), the Devil got busy again (figure 
of the Devil on opposite side of earth 
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circle). He tried to kill Him. He tried 
to get Him to sin (Luke 4). “Turn these 
stones into bread. Worship me just once, 
and I'll make you king.” But the Lord 
did not go by what looked all right. He 
went by the Bible and what God said. 
Then the Devil quoted the Bible, to 
make jumping off the roof look right to 
do. But he didn’t deceive the Lord 
Jesus. The Lord knew all God said. He 
believed it. He obeyed it. 

The Devil got Judas. He got Peter 
for a while. Finally he got the Lord 
murdered. (Put a cross in place of the 
figure of Jesus.) Then he thought he 
had won. He didn’t know that very 
death was gcing to get people out of his 
power. He didn’t know Christ was tak- 
ing death for them so people could go 
free from him. The Devil is pretty 
smart, smarter than we are, but not as 
wise as God! He had another big sur- 
prise, I imagine, when that dead body of 
Christ came to life! (Replace cross with 
figure of the Lord.) Going up to Heaven 
(move figure up to representation of 
Heaven), Christ silences every word of 
Satan against the Christian. 

Satan may say (move figure up) about 
me: “She told lies when she was a girl. 
She gets provoked with people now. She 
sometimes does what I suggest, not what 
You say. She’s mine. She has no right 
in Heaven.” But Christ is at God's right 
hand, saying: “But I died in her place 
I took her punishment when I died on 
the cross. She has taken Me for her 
Saviour. So she goes free. I paid the 
bill by My death. She’s bought back.” 

But the Devil doesn’t give me up 
easily, or you, either. He is like a roar- 
ing lion walking about (1 Pet. 5:8), 
ready to pounce on us when we are off 
guard. He and his evil spirits are busy 
right now. He is filling your minds with 
other thoughts so you won't learn how 
dangerous he is. He’s got ————— to 
whispering, and — is fooling, so 
they won't hear—as the Lord said, like 
birds carrying the seed off hard ground 
before it can sink in and grow (Mark 
4:4, 15).

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the great battle the Bible tells three 
ways the followers of Christ overcame 
him: (1) “They overcame him by the 
blood of the Lamb, and” (2) “by the 
word of their testimony; and” (3) “they 
loved not their lives unto death” (Rev. 
12:11). You can win over him: (1) by 
taking Christ as your Saviour. Christ 
died for you. He is your substitute. If 
you don’t take Him as your substitute, 
you have no defense whatever against 
the Devil, who claims you because of 
sin, (2) By your testimony. When the 
gang calls for you to go “deviling 
around” on Halloween, can you say, “No, 
I’m not going; I am a Christian”? (3) 
By taking the fun they poke at you, “I 
dare you.” But Christ says: You stand 
up for Me, the Holy One, in your world 
of sinners, and I'll stand up for you, a 
sinner, among the holy angels in Heaven 
(Luke 12:8). 





In developing this theme with an older 
group (or, if one used several meetings, 
with a younger one), there may be con- 
sidered two more instances in the Old 
Testament where the Devil argued for 
his rights over people. There was the 
mysterious case of Moses’ body (Jude 
9). We are not told just what this 
means, but it seems to me it may be 
interpreted in this way: God sent 
Michael, the leader of the angels, to 
bring Moses’ body back to life, that he 
might appear to the Lord at the Trans- 
figuration. Because of Moses’ sin, Satan 
claimed there was no right for Moses’ 
body to be resurrected. But, praise the 
Lord! God raised it just the same, on 
credit, we may say, for what the Lord 
was going to do in saving him. And 
that is a promise of what He will do for 
us on the resurrection day. 

After the Jews sinned repeatedly 
against God, He punished them by send- 
ing them into exile to Babylon. At the 
end of seventy years, He brought them 
back. After the first rejoicing, hard 
times discouraged them, and they began 
to feel it was no use to finish building 
the Temple and bring their offerings; 
God wouldn’t forgive them anyway. The 
prophet Zechariah had a vision (Zech. 
3). The high priest Joshua stood before 
God’s judgment throne. Satan was there, 
accusing Joshua of his sin and his peo- 
ple’s sin, so that God would not restore 
them to favor.

I had to come to prison to reeeive a 
New Testament in modern Greek, and 
to find Christ as my Saviour.” The Lord 
is wondrously using this converted priest 
in the prison, to lead many criminals 
to a saving knowledge of Christ. 

A letter just received from one who 
helps to distribute our New Testaments 
in Greece says: “In one of the worst 
criminal prisons in Greece there are 
seven hundred and fifty prisoners, Each 
of the men received one of the New 
Testaments provided by your Campaign, 
The result is that there is now a thriving 
Bible class in that prison. More and 
more of the prisoners are being added 
to the group of believers day by day. 
The government is putting off the exe- 
cution of some of those sentenced to 
death because of outstanding conversions 
among the prisoners. The chief chaplain 
of the prisons of Greece appeals for 
more Testaments for distribution in other 
prisons.” 

In response to urgent appeals from 
Greece, we decided to publish a third 
edition of fifty thousand New Testaments 
in modern Greek.

Will you who read these lines pray 
earnestly that God will show you what 
part you should have in helping us to 
provide New Testaments and Bibles for 
the Jews in Israel, for Gentiles and Jews 
in Europe, and for Jews in America and 
other lands?

tive for which they brave dangers on 
land and sea, and spend long lonely 
months far from home and loved ones? 
Clearly their reasons are not financial, 
for this expanding association operates 
as a faith work, supported entirely by 
the freewill offerings of those whose 
hearts God has touched. 

Allowances for the missionaries are 
not guaranteed, but dispersed as God 
enables. No collection plates are passed 
at the regular camp services. As these 
frontier missionaries go quietly about 
their God-given task, the observer is con- 
vinced that only the highest of motives 
and wholehearted desire for the glory 
of God move the hearts of the workers. 
As acquaintance ripens into friendship 
with these men, even the most hardened 
unbelievers are forced to the realization 
that Shantyman missionaries walk with 
God. Theirs is the joy of a special com- 
mission dear to the heart of the Great 
Head of the Church: a commission to 
reach the unreached with the glorious 
Gospel of Christ. Theirs is the thrill 
of kneeling in prayer with rugged sons 
of the tall timbers, in lonely bunkhouses, 
and on forest trails, pointing them to 
faith in the Lamb of God, “who his 
own self bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree” (1 Pet. 2:24). Theirs is 
the joy of personally dealing with the 
men who reap the harvest of the sea, 
as they sit with them in their ships, so 
often tossed by stormy seas, and unfold 
to them the wondrous story of redemp- 
tion through the precious blood of the 
one whose voice long ago stilled the 
tempest, and called fishermen to follow 
Him with this wonderful invitation, “Fol- 
low me, and I will make you fishers of 
men.” 


I see them now, God’s commando 
forces, pressing the battle in the power 
of the Holy Ghost, carrying the warfare 
to the gates of the Enemy, and storming 
his citadels in the name of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Too long has Satan held 
sway in the minds and hearts of multi- 
tudes of working men. Now, as God 
touches the hearts of Christians across 
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the continent, and the compassion of 
Christ grips their prayer and personal 
life, the mighty transforming power of 
the Gospel is being made known in ever- 
increasing measure, as Gospel banners 
float over areas that long have existed 
in spiritual darkness. Out of that dark- 
ness they come to Christ, a motley 
throng; we see them here as converted 
gamblers, drinkers, blasphemers, and 
even bootleggers; faith sees them soon 
presented faultless before the throne of 
God, rejoicing in the perfect righteous- 
ness of God, blending their voices in the 
ranks of the redeemed of all ages, sing- 
ing, “For thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us to God by thy blood out of 
every kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation” (Rev, 5:9). Unto Him be 
the glory for ever. Amen.
